Action is Taken to Insure Preserva­ 
tion When Original Papers Are 
Sent to Washington. 


Some of 
the local .soldiers 
are 
having their discharge papers form* 
ally recorded at the office of the 
county* recorder. 
This action 
is 
taken to insure their preservation in 
ease the original papers are 
lost. 
The -oldiers who are seeking the 
b o n u s of $(>0 are required to tile 
their original discharge papers xvith 
their applications and -ome ot them 
fear that they may not get 
them 
back. 
To guard against this, they 
have the paper- recorded 
so that 
official evidence of their release from 
military service is on file. 
At tin* recorder’s office, it was 
stated that 
the 
discharge papers 
which have been offered up to this 
time have been recorded in the m is­ 
cellaneous record and it xx as hoped 
that the law requiring the recorder 
to open a special record for these 
pullers would he cleared up without 
delay. 
The legislature enacted a law 
requiring the recorders of the state 
to open special records and to re ­ 
ceive the 
papers fo r file 
without 
charge to tile soldier. 
Under the old 
law’ tile recorder received 25 cents 
for recording t ho papers. It appears 
that the hill passed by Hie legislat­ 
ure was presented to tile governor 
fo r his signature and he returned it 
for c o r r e c tio n .

a rate charge, section six provides, 
and “if two thirds of the whole num­ 
ber of councilmen elected or appoint­ 
ed shall determine that the accused 
is guilty of any one of "ooh charges 
he ."hall 
he deemed removed 
from 
offict. 
Sentence of removal shall at 
once he pronounced by the presiding 
officer of the council, during said 
trial.” 
Sections seven sta te s: “When any 
city officer, whose duties it is to en­ 
force the law shall wilfully fail to 
perform his duty and to enforce the 
law, such actions on the part of such 
city officer shall be grounds upon 
which to base charges of impeach­ 
ment against said officer. 
“Section 
eight—When 
any 
city 
officer whose duty it is to enforce the 
law of the state and the city, wil­ 
fully and purposely fails to perform 
his duties in the enforcement of the 
same, and furnishes information to 
any offender or offe n d ers that any 
police officer intends to make an a r­ 
rect on account of such violations 
of the law, such acts on the part of 
said officer shall be grounds upon 
which to base c h a r g e s of imjlfcaeh- 
ment. 
“Section 9—When an officer of tile 
city of Seymour whose duty it is to 
enforce the law of the state of In­ 
diana or of the City of Seymour, ac­ 


c e p t s any money from any person 
who is a law violator and extends to 
said person, who pays the money 
clemency, such acts on the part of 
said officer shall constitute grounds 
for the impeachment of said officer.” 
Section ten provides for the re­ 
peal of all ordinances in conflict with 
the proposed ordinance and section 
eleven provides that the ordinance 
shall bo force and effect immediately 
after its passage. 
When asked today relative to the 
ordinance, Councilman Ireland stat­ 
ed that it is his desire to see the 
city “cleaned up.” 
“I want our officers to do their 
duty without fear or contradiction,” 
he said. 
“There was an old ordin­ 
ance similar to the one I introduced 
but it was so old that it did not meet 
present day conditions. 
We want 
such an ordinance on the books in 
Seymour so that if any officer fails 
to do his duty the council will be 
empowered to deal with him for the 
protection of the best interests of 
the city.”

This style of furniture had its inception in England. 
Like th 
Grinlin" Gibbons, it bears the name which was connected with cs 
p erfection . 
In the early part of the eighteenth century', the Adam 
Brothers, who were architects and builders, designed numerous 
pieces of furniture for some of the buildings which they planned 
and erected. There was a gradual growth of their efforts and am­ 
bitions in furniture designing, until between 1754 and ISI2 tin* 
Adam style had become a definite and perfected one. 


Their inspiration was mostly from early Roman and Pompeiian 
works, but in the execution o f‘their ideas which were drawn from 
others, they purposely omitted ornate and gaudy features. Delicate 
effects were the ones borrowed by these brothers from the “ an­ 
c i e n t s . It is noteworthy that these men never built furniture, 
their activities being limited to specifying and ti ic tat i ng concern­ 
ing styles. 
The legs of Adam Style pieces are almost without variation, en­ 
tirely straight. The lines of the pieces in general are usually sim­ 
ple and graceful, not heavy, not too severe, and on the other 
hand, not too delicate in construction to bo practical and useful. 
Dainty decorative garlands and shallow flutings further mark this 
style. 
Discriminating buyers have popularized Adam Style furni­ 
ture, and it grows annually in its ever-widening circle of “ con­ 
vinced” admirers.

These foods are grouped to­ 


gether because they provide what is 
now 
called 
adequate 
or complete 
protein or protein combinations. Hie 
term “adequate” or 
“complete” 
is 
used in connection with these pro­ 
tein- because of their important rela­ 
tion to the proteins of the body. 
Protein is an essential part oi all 
the tissues of the body, and the or­ 
gans. 
The material out 
of 
which 
body protein is made is 
constantly 
changing. 
It is sometimes said that 
tile muscles and other tissues of th** 
body “wear out” and are in constant 
need of “ repair.” 
This i- not an ap* 
description of what takes place, for 
it suggests periods of disorder in the 
body followed bv periods of .strength 
and well-being. 
As a m atter of fact, 
the process by which body proteins 
take in new material to replace the 
old is a perfectly normal and healthy 
one which involves no “ wearing out. ' 
The process does, however, create a

TWO KINDS OF PROTEIN. 


The proteins of the diet are found 
chiefly in two classes of materials. 
To the first ela-s belong milk, eggs, 
cheese and flesh foods, all of which 
are relatively expensive under most 
conditions of living, and to the sec­ 
ond belong the cereals (wheat, oats, 
corn, barley, rice and rye), and also 
beans, pens, and 
cowpeas, 
all 
of 
which are relatively cheap. 
There is 
an important difference between the 
proteins of these tw*o 
classes 
of 
foods. 
The first are complete arni 
the second incomplete. 
This means: 
I hat of tile “building stones,” or. as 
chemists say, the amino acids, nec­ 
essary for making body protein, the 
first supply all, while 
the 
second, 
villi a few possible exceptions, are 
lacking in one or two. 


To u-c bread or cereal- in other 
forms to the exclusion of milk, eggs, 
cheese and similar foods is unsafe 
from the standpoint of health, but to 
use 
the 
latter foods 
in 
greater 
amount than is needed u-ually adds 
to the cost of the diet. 
It becomes 
an important m atter, 
therefore, 
to 
know how much of the perfect pro­ 
tein food one should use. 
It is gen­ 
erally agreed that a child under six 
should have either one quart of milk 
a day, or, better still, three-fourth* 


of a quart and one egg. 
A child over 


s i x should have a minimum of a pint 
a day and a small amount of the oth­ 
er foods in the group. 
A family consisting of four adult - 
— two men and two w’omcn— all do­ 
ing moderately active muscular work, 
should have a quart of milk a day 
and at least one and a half pounds 
of other complete protein foods or 
their equivalent in milk. 
F o r sup­ 
plying protein a quart of milk may 
be considered the equivalent of eight 
ounces of the other complete protein 
foods. 


DEFENDING ON CER EA LS. 
lf the housekeeper decides to de­ 
pend chiefly on the relatively inex­ 
pensive cereals, beans and peas, for 
nio-t 
of tile protein needed bv 
lier 
limply, and to u-e the more expen­ 
sive protein foods only in amount- 
sufficient for body needs, she has on 
her hands Hie problem of determin­ 
ing how far the small supply will go 
and what kind of dishes sip* can pre­ 
pare from them. 
To begin with, she 
should remember that the usefulness 
of these foods is not dependent on 
the form in which they are served, 
providing 
of course, they are p re­ 
pared in wholesome ways. F o r ex­ 
ample, an egg used in the prepara­ 
tion of muffins, corn bread, custard 
or ice cream goe^
